THE BRITISH AND PETS 

The British certainly lead something of a ‘cat-and- 
dog’ life judging by some figures given recently by Nor- 
man Shrapnel of ‘The Guardian’ in his weekly ‘London 
Letter’ broadcast in the BBC General Overseas Service. 

A total of some four million dogs meant, he said, 
that one household in four or five kept a dog, but there 
are around six million cats, and this swas only a rough 
estimate since owners did not have to take out a lic- 
ence for cats as they do for dogs. Howeyer, cage 
birds out-number either of these well-established ani- 
mal companions. It is estimated that there are about. 
ten million pet birds, chiefly budgerigars. He could 
not provide a figure for more but thereis a thriving Na-. 
tional Mouse Club, whose members hold shows up and 
down the country. Homing pigeons are still kept in 
thousands and flown as a weekend sport, especially in 


the north and midlands of England.’ Ornamental fish _ 


are a modern addition to the mainstream of British pets, 
and more and more people seemed to be keeping tanks 


in their houses and flats, said Shrapnel, claiming that : 


watching them eat and swim around soothed the nery- 
es.

Glazed Ham Loaf 
Bake at 400 deg for 40 minutes 
Makes 8 servings 

6 cups ground cooked ham 
(144 pounds); 2 medium-size 
carrots, grated (1 cup); 1cup 
soft bread crumbs (2 slices); 1 
cup mashed potato; 2 eggs, 
slightly beaten; 2 tablespoons 
chopped parsley; 1 medium- 
size onion, chopped (14 cup); 
1 tablespoon butter or margar- 
ine; 2 teaspoons prepared mus- 
tard; 14 teaspoon salt; ¥% tea- 
spoon pepper; whole cloves; 2 
tablespoons frozen concentrat- 
ed orange juice (from a 6-ounce 
can); 2 tablespoons honey; 
Pineapple Relish Rings (recipe 
follows), 

1. Combine ham, carrots, 
bread crumbs, potato, eggs and 
parsley in a large bowl; toss 
lightly to mix. 

2. Saute onion in butter or 
margarine just until soft in a 
small frying pan; stir in mus- 
tard, salt and pepper. Add to 
ham mixture, mix lightly. 

3. Pack into a 6-cup melon 
mold or loaf pan, 9x5x3, 
rinsed with cold water; turn 
out into a greased shallow bak- 
ing pan; stud top with whole 
cloves. 

4. Mix concentrated orange 


juice and honey in a cup; brush| 


half over loaf. 

5. Bake in hot oven (400 
deg.) 20 minutes; brush with 
remaining orange-honey mix- 
ture. Bake 20 minutes longer, 
or until richly glazed. 

6. Lift onto a heated serv- 
ing platter; garnish with pine- 
apple relish rings. 

Note — While hot, this loaf 
is soft and may crumble some 
when sliced 

Pineapple Relish Rings 
Makes 8 servings 

1 can (about 1 pound) sliced 
pineapple; % cup cider vine- 
gar; 1 teaspoon mixed pickling 
spices; 2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley.

1. Drain syrup from pine- 
apple into a small saucepan: 
stir in vinegar and spices. Place 
pineapple in a small bowl.

EDITORIALS.... 


THIS SHOOK THEM UP TOO.... 
AND SOME ARE STILL SHAKING 
WITH RIGHTEOUS INDIGNATION 


The big Alaska earthquake is still very much in the 
news but fortunately the people who were shaken up by 
it are confined to a relatively small area and for the 
most part they will be able to recover from the loss in- 
curred. They are still free agents and where freedom 
prevails, recovery from even devastating reverses is 
usually possible, particularly with some readily available 
assistance from those in sympathy with their misfor- 
tune. 

The people of Ontario are still shaking (with 
righteous indignation) as a result of the political earth- 
quake which rattled through Queen's Park a few days 
ago, toppling at least one high ranking politician and 
making others look like monkeys. The upheaval we 
refer to was caused by the infamous attempt to make 
slaves out of free Ontario citizens by inflicting on them 
an iniquitous police bill) Fortunately, the outery 
against the bill was sufficient to make the whole govern- 
ment of Premier John Robarts shake in its boots too, 
perhaps too late because an aroused public has shown 
every indication that it isn’t anxious to have such a po- 
tential threat to its liberty remain in control of its pro- 
vincial affairs. 

The shocking piece of legislation did, however, 
serve two useful purposes: (1) It woke the populace 
up and with a jolt, the like of which has seldom been 
experienced in this province; (2) It was a vindication of 
_ John Wintermeyer, Liberal leader in the last provincial 

election who was scoffed at by his Conservative oppon- 
ents for stiggesting that crime syndicates were a ser- 
ious threat to the province. 
If, as the Robarts administration now admits, 
-- erimé syndicates are a menace in Ontario, why not 
tackle the problem with the law enforcement agencies 
now at our disposal instead of trying to use it asa 
means to enslave the entire populace? We have excel- 
lent police forces in Ontario and Canada which, if the 
“hobbles” were removed, could no doubt do a first- 
rate job if cleaning up any crime ring which may rear 
“its head. “Frankly, in the light of recent developments, 
we are beginning to wonder just how free our Ontario 
police forces may be from pressure, political or other- 
Maybe the action of the Robarts’ administra- 
tion in trying to foist this fearful police state legisla-

PEREGRINE FALCONS DECLINE 

Toronto—A sharp decline in the number of pere- 
grine falcons everywhere in recent years has led to fear 
that this largest of local sharp-winged hawks might 
actually be vanishing In spite of protection. A survey 
of nesting sites is being organized on an international 
basis and the Ontario Department of Lands and For- 
ests is co-operating. 

All Lands and Forests administrative districts have 
been asked to report to the Department's Fish and 
Wildlife Branch before April 1 the location of known 
eyries with any information available on nesting suc- 
cess in recent years or last known date of occupation. 
Information on new sites also is to be forwarded. 

(The peregrine falcon is a species of very wide dis- 
tribution, nesting almost entirely on steep cliffs fairly 
early in the spring. The peregrine is a beautiful bird 
and is of special interest because of its history of use 
in falconry.) 


PIONEER BOYS' MAGAZINE 

A child of last century might well be dazzled by the 
range and variety of children’s literature today, but he 
would certainly find one familiar friend on the book- 
stalls—'The Boy's Own Paper’. Founded over eighty 
years ago, the magazine is read in over fifty countries, 
and its blend of hard interesting fact, adventure fic- 
tion and practical help appeals to the youngster of today 
as it did to his grandfather and great-grandfather. 

When Jack Cox, who has been editor of the ‘B.0.P.’ 
for the past seventeen years, was interviewed recently 
in the BBC General Overseas Service weekly programme 
‘Here and Now’ he mentioned one of the reasons for 
the paper’s continued success; it has always believed 
that only the best writing is good enough for its young 
readers. Illustrious names among its past contribut- 
ors include Conan Doyle, who began writing for the 
‘B.0.P.’ when he was still an unknown young doctor 
of twenty-five. An analysis of his contributions made 
recently by the Sherlock Holmes Society, said Mr. Cox, 
revealed a foretaste of the famous detective, and he felt 
it was fair to say that Sherlock Holmes had orignated 
in the early writings for the ‘B.0.P.’. Another interest- 
ing fact that he had discovered in going into the past 
history of the magazine was that a first prize in a mus- 
ical competition had been won by a boy named Gustav 
Holst, later to become one of Britain’s most celebrated 
composers. In his own times as editor, said Mr. Cox,

Better understanding of regulations is strongly 
urged by all.

Neelands, Irwin, Taylor, Tay- 
lor, Delvin MecNeillie, Reeves 
and Beall. 

The Mechanics’ Institute and 
Literary Association was an in- 
stitution in Lindsay for 16 
years. It had its ups and downs 
like most organizations. At 
first the membership was not 
large, but was decidedly liberal 
in time and money and a great 
deal of self-sacrificing labour 
was bestowed upon the found- 
ing and early working of the

CAUSE OF JAUNDICE 
MUST BE DIAGNOSED 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: J have 
a friend of 52 who has devel- 
oped what his doctors call “1c 
terus”, which T understand, is 
another name for jaundice, His 
skin is yellow, he itches all 
over and looks like a very sick 
man. 
condition to me? Mrs, T. 
Comment: Jaundice isn’t a dis- 
ease, it is a symptom, When 
he is confronted by such a pa- 
tient, the doctor starts out on 
he diagnosic rail. In some 
cases he doesn’ have to go very 
far before he comes up with 
the cause of the jaundice. At 
other times, the real source of 
the trouble may evade the doc- 
tor. Sometimes the culprit isnt’ 
discovered until operation. 

When the jaundiced patient 


comes for diagnosis, the doctor} 


resorts to a careful history and} 

physical examination, which} 
are usually sufficient to make! 
the diagnosis. But in bordeline| 
cases or in those that are not 
typical, it is laboratory tests} 
(liver-function tests) which | 
often help bring the diagnosis | 
into full view. 


MATTERS THAT 


NEED CHECKING 
For example, here is a man 


who is jaundiced, His history 
is important, How long has he 
had jaundice? How and when 
did it begin? Was there pain 


-| originally? Infection? A pre- 


vious history of indigestion? 
Has there been weight-loss? fs 
there pain now? Does change 
of position relive the pain? 


Will you explain this) (Like bending over.) Is the pa- 


tient a chronic alcoholic? Has 
he been drinking heavily Jate- 
ly? Has he been exposed to pa- 
tients suffering from hepatitis 
within the past few weeks? Has 
he had recent blood transfu- 
sions? 

Before I completely sub- 
merge you with questions, let’s 
look at a few answers. 

If the patient has had jaun- 
dice for weeks, accompanied 
by loss of weight and indiges- 
| tion but there is no complaint 


of actual pain, doctors will be 
on their guard against possible 
cancer in the region of the bile 
ducts. (However, sometimes 
a “silent” stone can cause these 
| symptoms.) 


If the patient has jaundice, 
| but gives a history of several 


attacks of abdominal pain in) 


the past with nausea and vom- 
iting, the doctor considers 


functioning gall bladder), 
SYMPTOM OF CHRONIC 
PANCREATITIS 

If the patient finds relief in 
bending over, this is sometimes 
an indication that he has chro- 
nic pancreatitis (inflamation of 
the pancreas). 

If the patient is a known al- 
coholic, and the jaundice is 
persistent, the doctor wants to 
make sure that he isn’t suffer- 
ing from cirrhosis of the liver. 


If the patient has been ex- 
posed to viral infection or has 
had recent blood transfusions, 
the doctor considers viral he- 
patitis due to infection trans- 
mitted via blood transfusion. 

Now, as I’ve said, many of 
these conditions can be cor- 
rectly diagnosed by history 
and physical examination 
alone, But for confirmation, 
the doctor sometimes intro- 
duces a needle into the liver 
for a liver biopsy test, in which 
he examines the liver cells 
under the microscope. Then 
of course, there is a battery of 
liver-function tests which tell 
us how the liver is “working.” 
Whatever the source of jaun- 
dice, you can see that it is im- 
portant to determine the actual

EXERCISE TO THE LIMIT 
VERSUS TAKING IT EASY 

The best kind of exercise? 
I recommend bicycle-riding, 
downhill. My consciene can’t 
rest unless I some out periodi- 
cally against the oracular 
opinions of those who seem to 
think that exercise is one of 
the greatesty weapons against 
coronary disease. 

What got me wound up and 
started today was reading the 
statement by one of our fore- 
most scientists and respected 
physicians: “Studies prove the 
value of regular exercise as a 
means of combatting the rise 
of cholesterol (and presumably 
of coronary disease) . . . Exer- 
cise, to be of the most value, 
should be pushed to the limit. 
And it must be regular’. 

I disagree on two points. 
First, I do not believe that it 
has been scientifically proved 
that exercise prevents coron- 
ary disease. (There are too 
many other contributing fact- 
ors like obesity, high blood 
pressure, heredity, tension, 
heavy smoking, andi simply be- 
ing born a male.) 

Secondly, and this is where 
I disagree with obstinate ne- 


ercise pushed to the limit” 
causes more coronary attacks 
than it prevents. | 
ADVICE MISLEADING 
I have recently written a} 
book on cornary diseases, so 
I can’t hope to more than hint 
in this column what I have ex- 
jpressed in the book. But, to 
reiterate, if I can get anything 
more than this over to you to- 
|day, the effort is worth it: 
‘Don’t begin exercising stren- 
ously with the idea that it will 
prevent you from getting a cor- 
jonary attack. ‘ 
| In fact, you will be in great- 
er danger than if you decide 
to relax in a rocking chair or 
jhammock. Think of how 
many, influenced by the state- 
ment: “Exercise to be of value} 
should be pushed to the limit”. 
will go right out to partake of 
large gobs of physical exertion 
lwithout even getting a physi- 
cal examination to learn if they 
are able to withstand such ex- 
ertions. 
| There’s many a man “push- 
ing himself to the limit” com- 
pletely unaware that his cor- 
/onary arteries are in no condi- 
ition to withstand such exer- 
ltions. Either he’s playing 


iplaying 36 or more holes of 


(set of singles in hot sun) try- 
ing to prove he’s just as good 
as he used to be. Or, he’s 


golf on a weekend, pushing 
himself to continue because he 
doesn’t want to let down the 
other members of the four- 
some. Or, out in deep snow- 
drifts, shoveling the walk or 
driveway. 
IDEA STARTED IN ENGLAND 
Much of the present-day idea 
of the value of exercise began 
a few years ago when a report 
came out of England of a study 
of conducters who had to climb 
the stairs, had lower chole- 
sterol reading and fewer heart 
ailments than the drivers who 
just sat and sat (the lazy louts). | 


As far as I’m concerned 
such conclusions havyen’t been 
based on scientific fact. I 
could counter with the theory 
that the reason the drivers 
had more attacks was because 
their jobs was much more 
tens than that of the conduc- 
tors. (Haye you ever sat next 
to a driver winding through 
the busy traffic London 
streets? It’s murder! You don’t 
have to go to England. Ask

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EDITORIAL... 


THIS AROUSES THE CURIOSITY 

Whenever a notice of application by the Town of 
Lindsay to dispense with a vote of the electors appears 
in the press, there is usually a certain amount of inter- 
est on the part of ratepayers. This curiosity has again 
been aroused following the notice in Thursday's issue 
of “The Post” advising ratepayers that “the council of 
the Corporation of the Town of Lindsay intends to apply 
fo the Ontario Municipal Board for approval of a pro- 
gramme of installation of essential street lights in the 
Town of Lindsay at an estimated cost of $38,500.00, 
which amount shall be raised by the sale of debentures 

payable out of oe general rate over a period not ex- 
ceeding ten years.” 

In the instance referred to above, the curiosity of 
some ratepayers centres around what the term “essen- 
tial street lights” really means. In other words, they 
feel a clearer definition of the proposed lighting pro- 
gramme should accompany the advertisement of intent 
to dispense with a vote of the ratepayers.

APRIRL 3, 1914 

All the loot taken from the local stores by the 
boy bandits has been accounted for. Last night High 
Constable Thornbury and Constable Foster and one of 
the burglars journeyed to Reaboro where the latter 
stated a portion of the stolen goods had been secreted. 
‘Previous to this however, Wm. McMann, of Reaboro 
had notified Constable Thornbury that he had found 
several articles of jewelry etc. When the officers and 
the boy bandit arrived at Reaboro, they found that 
the spot where McMann found the loot was a mile this 
side of Reaboro, near where the Midland Railway cross- 
es the highway. The goods were placed between two 
logs and covered with cedar bows which the bandits 
cut with their knives. The loot consisted of three 
lockets, a gold watch, two rings and a cuff button. 
The young bandit stated that they left the watch there 
because there was a name engraved on it. After visit- 
ing this spot the police came back to Cunningham’s 
Corners the boys then took them down the railway 
track a short distance and pointed out another hiding 
place, where considerable loot was found. The young 
boy says the reason they hid the goods was because they 
had too much to carry. 


APRIL 3, 1939 
Yor the second time in its history the Lindsay Boys’

[t was a case of too mahy 
Lions and too few Merchants 
at Picton last night when Lind- 
say routed Picton 7 - 8 to take 
a three to one game Jead in 
their best of seven quarter 
finals.

A few weeks ago we commented on the fact that 
the Lindsay Community Chest. was proving something 
of a disappointment to many people in that it was not 
all-inclusive. When it was conceived and adopted a 
few years ago, most persons who endorsed the idea 
(including this newspaper) were led to believe that it 
would put an end to individual fund-raising campaigns 
in Lindsay.

APRIL 8, 1914 
Bobcaygeon—Mr. Killaby who is acting in the cap- 
acity of Suprintendent of the Trent Canal, since the 


suspension of Mr. McClellan was here recently looking at 


the locks which need repair badly. They have just 
constructed a temporary dam just below the swing 
bridge and closed the water from the locks, so that they 
can put in two more valves in the two upper gates. With 
four valves already in these two gates, it is very diffi- 
cult to get the chamber filled as the water escapes 
from the two lower gates almost as fast as it comes in 
at the four valves in the two upper gates, but with six 
valves in the upper gate they expect to be able to fill it 
and get boats through in about half an hour. What is 
needed is a new canal.and new locks at this point. 


APRIL 8, 1939 

Donald—While going to set traps for beaver and 
muskrat, Mr. Maurice Hmmergson, local young man, 
met with an accident on Mud Lake, about one-half mile 
from the village of Donald, and it was only miraculous 
that he escaped death from drowning. Mr. Emmerson 
set out for a day’s trapping, about 5.30 a.m. on the 
morning of April 3rd. Due to the large amount of snow 
in the bush Mr. Emmerson was travelling on snowshoes. 
He was crossing Mud Lake, which he thought was per- 
fectly safe, but unfortunately, he stepped on thin ice 
covered with snow and without further warning the 
ice gave way plunging Mr. Emmerson into-the chilly 
water's which he could not bottom. For over ten min- 
utes Mr. Emmerson fought frantically to get out but 
with each attempt the ice broke away. The hip rubber 
boots and snowshoes hindered his swimming but fin- 
ally in desperation he was able to kick off his snow- 
shoes, and make to a poplar pole that was projecting 
out over the lake. He was almost exhausted from the 
icy waters but was able to make his way home. Where 
he spent the rest of the day between the blankets. Mr. 
Emmerson Jater recovered one snowshoe but the other 
remains at the bottom of Mud Lake.

IS THE POT CALLING THE KETTLE BLACK? 

We agree wholeheartedly with the opinion of the 
education officials who have been criticizing extrava- 
gances in the building of schools, but we wonder ff it 
is not the educationists themselves who are primarily at 
fault. : 

There may be school boards in the larger cities 
which have built excessively elaborate school with 
“frills” which cannot be justified, but most boards in 
Ontario are as careful with the taxpayer's dollar as the 
Ontario Department of Education allows them to be 

There are, of course, exceptions here and there, 
One which we know of in Port Hope is the spaghetti- 
shaped shelter in front of the high school, which was 
an example of what Mr. Norman Sisco, assistant sup- 
erintendent of the Ontario Department of Wducation, 
described as pressure from architects. The Durham 
District High School Board asked that the shelter be 
deleted from the plans, and the architects agreed to 
bear the cost of building it and removing it after it was 
built if the board still wished to delete it.. When the 
time came to vote on its deletion, only Stuart Ryan, 
then a board member for Port Hope, voted for its re- 
moyal. 

But even this expenditure could have been vetoed 
by the Department of Wducation, which authorized 
the provincial grants for the high school. If the depart- 
ment would advise firmly and consistently in fayour of 
economy, most boards would go along.

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EDITORIALS.... 


OBVIOUSLY NOT DOING THE JOB 

The virtually bankrupt Unemployment Insurance 
Commission is obviously not performing the job it was 
designed to do and the need for immediate revision is 
apparent. This need cannot be stressed too much in 
view of the fact that the demands upon the jobless in- 
surance fund are more likely to increase in proportion 
to the automation of industry. 


Taking an on-the-surface yiew of the bankruptcy, 
which is really not a new experience for the commis- 
sion, it can only be concluded that revenue {s running 
too far behind expenditures. However, we have a feel- 
ing that there is more to the financial plight of the com- 
mission than meets the eye of the casual observer. 
Established to serve as a “cushion” during periods of 
unemployment, we cannot help but wonder if it isn't 
being used as a “bed’’—if it isn’t making people loathe 
to take work when the opportunity presents itself if the 
difference between what they might earn by working is 
not significantly greater than what they can draw in 
jobless benefits. We wonder, too, if it isn’t possible 
that the fund does, in some cases at least, tend to de- 
stroy initiative. For example, while no one wishes to 
re-experience the hardships of the “hungry thirties”, 
many enterprises were born of necessity in those days 
and most of those who were really ambitious managed 
to make a living, in some cases quite a good one. 


We are, without doubt, confronted with a serious 
problem in the matter of assisting those without em- 
ployment and some changes in the financial structure 
of the fund are going to have to be made if it is to func- 
tion efficiently. Included in such revisions should be 
further measures to prevent its abuse or misuse. It 
cannot possibly survive if it encourages laziness and 
indifference on the part of the nation’s unemployed 
people. 


AMPLE EVIDENCE 

Anyone who has been following with interest the 
dispensation of justice at the magistrate’s court level in 
Lindsay, has surely been impressed by the manner in 
which Magistrate C. W. Guest deals with the cases 
coming before him. It is apparent that while the magi- 
strate if fair, he is not leaving the door open to repe- 
tition of offenses by reason of having dealt too len- 
fently with offenders when leniency was not deemed 
warranted. This should haye provided potential violat- 
ors of established law with ample evidence of what they 
may expect should they wittingly commit an illegal act. 

From what we have observed, the interim magi- 
strate is doing an excellent job and commands the re- 
spect of both those who enforce the law and those who 
find themselves at cross-purposes with it. If and when 
a permanent magistrate is named, he will have worthy 
footsteps to follow. 


WHY THE NEED FOR SECRECY? 


It is always somewhat disturbing when a public . 


body requests that information be withheld from the 
public when the reason for such action is not apparent. 
Such a request was made last week by a Victoria Coun- 
ty Council committee dealing with the hiring of an 
architect to submit proposals for increasing the 
accommodation offered by the county court house. 
According to available information, the architectural 
firm was engaged after having been chosen from among 
several seeking the job. Also according to a report of 
the development, the committee agreed on the amount 
to be paid the firm for its services and thus committed 
public funds to be spent. This, in our opinion, consti- 
tutes the finalization of a public contract and any need 
for secrecy in disclosing either the name of the architec- 
tural firm or the amount it is to receive for its services 


can only be regarded as obscure, if not completely un- 
warranted. 


In years gone by, and citing Lindsay Council as an 
example of how such matters were handled, tenders for 
any tenderable contract were opened and read in 
council (with the press present) and the details of each 
tender recorded. The matter was then either referred 
to the proper committee for study and action or acted 
upon at that time. In either event, there was never any 
secrecy as to how much was inyolved or who got the 
contract. This always seemed like a clean-cut way of 
handling public business. What's wrong with doing 


business that way now where public money is being 
spent? 


There may be no grounds for entertaining dark 
thoughts concerning the county committee's architec- 
tural undertakings but refusal to make public details of 
the arrangement naturally gives rise to some wonder- 
ment. The committee would increase in stature in the 
public eye by taking off the check reins and making all 
the facts available. Surely there is nothing to hide in 
such a relatively small matter—What possible compli- 
cations could arise from letting the name of the success- 
ful architectural firm be known, together with the a- 
mount to be paid for its services. 


SPRUCING UP THE TOWN HALL AGAIN 

It is interesting to note that sand-blasters are at 
work sprucing up Lindsay's town hall again by remoy- 
ing an ill-fated couple of coats of paint which were 
taking leave of the building on their own initiative. 
However, this brief commentary really has nothing to 
do with improving the appearance of the town hall but 
rather to commend those who have preserved this 
structure rather than discard it in fayor of something 
structurally modern. It was inspired by the following 
item from the wires of United Press International which 
May prompt local officials to take a close look at the 
historic backbround of our own municipal headquart- 
ers. Quote UPI’s news story, 


“Victoria Hall, Cobourg’s 100-year-old Town Hall, 
has been declared a national historic site, it was learn- 
ed Friday.

The fact that the Cancer Society has consistently 
met its rising campaign objective for 15 years is evi- 
dence of the concern felt by the people of Canada in 
this disease and the faith they have in the Society to 
fight it. 


Supported directly by funds from the Cancer So- 
ciety are 200 scientists and technicians at work on 117 
separate projects in 21 laboratories and universities 
across the country. 


This April, $2,000,000 must be raised in Ontario to 
support the rapidly growing needs of this research, plus 
the broad education and welfare service programmes 
with which there would be needless death and suffer- 
ing.

In a spring issue booklet “Facts About Man-Made 
Fibres”, Britain's Man-Made Fibres Federation reveals 
that these stretch from viscose rayon, the first-born of 
the family, and made from wood pulp by Courtaulds, 
Ltd., to the newest wonder-child of the polypropylene’ 
group (from LC.I., Ltd.), made from a gas which is a 
by-product of oil. The new range in this line grows 
almost daily, and has now gone through ropes and 
cords, and fishing nets, to the latest to appear in the 
shops—blankets for your beds! Man-made fibres go 
into the shops under some 17 trade names in Britain, 
while some are also imported into the country to com- 
pete for the $700 million-a-year market in this field. 
Export of British man-made fibres ran to approximately 
$187 million last year.

When the wind is blowing and the snow is snowing 
and you are within the shadow of three score years and 
ten, then I would suggest that you relax and seat your- 
self in a comfortable arm-chair and Jet your mind 
wander back to your boy-hood or girl-hood days in 
school, and quietly think over the good boy and girl 
that you actually were. In my young days I always 
hated school and I sincerely mean I hated it. The 
freedom of the out-doors and my love for all farm 
animals and farm work made school a repulsive place 
for me. Besides, there were in those days, many boys 
and girls who often made life very unpleasant for 
children who were not accustomed to their rough an- 
tics. In the spring of the year when my father would 
be cultivating and harrowing the ground I would ride a 
quiet old horse we called Tom, all forenoon until the 


flag went out for dinner. So a life such as I was en- 


joying was something quite different from being serub- 


bed every morning until I looked like a looking glass 
and then, with my sisters, started down the road to the 
house of torture. 

Before I would be allowed to stay home I had to 
have a very valid excuse. For a few mornings, I recall 
I always had a very severe pain in my stomach. This 
worked for a couple of days but it no longer was con- 
sidered anything but an excuse. Then I got the idea of 
hiding my school clothes. This worked for a couple 
of days until one morning I took my braces off and 
threw them up in a tree in the orchard. I had to have 
the braces to hold my pants up so I can recall my fath- 
er spending nearly all forenoon looking for them until 
at last he found them and used them to make three or 
four impressions on my anatomy. k 

Well, in a year or two, and with the change of 
the teacher almost every year, I began to see that I 
might as well settle down to the injustice for I would 
have to attend school until I got my Entrance—today 
grade 8—, even if by that time I was a grey whiskered 
old man. 

My first teacher was a man by the name of Ingram 
He was only about as big as a pint of cider but he kept 
order and commanded attention. He wouldn't hesi- 
tate to take on the biggest boy in the school and sub- 
due him into submission. But he only stayed a year 
and then moved onto greener pastures. My next 
teacher was a long spindly character that parted his 
hair in the middle and he had no conception of the dut- 
jes of a teacher. The larger boys and girls simply ran 
over him and must have made his life one hell upon 
earth. There was nothing the boys couldn’t think 
up to add to his misery. One day in the winter during 
noon hour, we were all out playin gfootball. It was a 
very cold, raw day and when someone suggested it was 
too cold to play outside, they all decided to go inside 
and get warmed up. Of course they took the football 
in with them and immediately began to knck it around 
the school. Well the first mishap was to strike the 
stove pipes that came up from the stove and down 
they came. Someone raced for the well with the water- 
pail and with the water they doused the fire but not the 
smoke, The long string of pipes’ that ran the full 
length of the school to the chimney, were securely wider 
to the ceiling, Some bright boy suggested they'd look 
better if they were all down so they began kicking 
pall at the pipes. It wasn’t long before the ball con- 
nected an ddown came some pipes with all the soot and 
ashes, This kept up until there were only one or two 
pipes left and they hung dangling from the wires that 
hung from the ceiling. At five minutes to one, in came 
Mr. Miller. He took one look at the mess and turned 
and walked back to his boarding house. The trustees 
were summoned and three angry men arrived about 3 
o'clock, They put the pipes back up, repaired the 
damage and gave their teacher his instructions. The 
big boys responsible had to be punished. So next morn- 
ing three strokes of a strap were administered to each 
hand. I am sure it hurt Miller more than the boys. 


Waster was generally the logical time for the older 
boys and girls to quit school and stay home to help 
their parents with the spring work. 
of work on the farm for the whole family. Besides, 
there was no law which said every child must attend 
school until they were sixteen. The girls had the work 
in the house to do. First of all, all the woollen blankets 
had to be washed and put away for the summer,- Then 
there was the soap to be made. 

My mother had a very dear friend called Pakey. 
That is the Gaelic for Margaret. She was a spinster 
lady and the salt of the earth. Every year she would 
have a barrel of hardwood ashes saved for my mother 
to make soap, and every spring befor the snow was 
gone, it was my pleasant duty to drive my mother back 
to Pakey’s with the slefgh to get the barrel of ashes. I 
recall one visit particularly. She lived with her broth- 
er Baldy—Baldy is the Gaelic for Archie, Baldy had a 
big black team of horses and this evening he let them 
loose in the yard for some exercise. As we droye in, 
Baldy was trying to get them back in the stable but

the horses were enjoying thir freedom and didn’t want 
to go in. Baldy’s Gaelic was much more expressive 
than his English but between the two he sure was mak- 
ing a mess of both languages. Just then Pakey and my 
mother came out on the verandah and heard the 
swearing and Pakey said, “Baldy, you shouldn’t be 
swearing before the boy.” 

“No”, said Baldy, “but these (consored) brutes 
won't go back into the (censored) stable.” 

The next day after we got the ashes, mother 
would prepare her leitch. “She set the barrel of ashes 
on a plank about four feet square and raised the 
plank about a foot from the ground. The plank would 
have grooved in it so that the lye, when it started to 
run, would follow the grooves down to the front and 


drop into an iron pot. When the pot was full of lye it 


would be emptied into the big black iron kettle that 
would be hanging on a tripod over a slow fire. All the 


grease that she and Pakey had accumulated during the 


year would be put in the pot over the fire and this 
process would continue until she had a barrel of soap 
all ready for summer. She boiled some of the soap 
still longer and from this she made hard soap. This 
hard soap would certainly loosen the dirt on your hands 
but I was never able to relish the smell of it. 

Besides helping with the making of soap, the girls 
had the calves to feed and they did all the milking. 
They also planted the garden and looked after the hoe- 
ing. On Saturday they had to prepare baking for the 


Sunday feast for there would be sure to be a gang in 
for supper. So all in all the girls had a busy life of it. 


The boys, of course, had to help with all the farm 
work. There was seed to be cleaned and potatoes to be 
planted, and the ground cultivated and planted. The 


wool on the sheep had to be washed and when it had 


thoroughly dried, the sheep had to be sheared. The 
manure had to be taken out in the wagon and spread on 
the field. A year’s supply of wood had to be sawed 

--in stove lengths and when it was all sawed, had to be 
split and neatly piled. Sawing this wood generally 
took about two weeks for it had to be done by means of 
the hand-drawn crosscut saw. 

When harvest time came the harvest had to be 
harvested. Then threshing would start and in those 
days, neighbors always exchanged work during the 
threshing season. After the grain was all harvested 
and threshed, plowing would start since all the land had 
to b plowed for next year’s crop. It would now be al- 
most winter and horses and cattle had to be stabled 
and fed. The chores had to be attended to and, as the 
family advanced in years the older boys and girls would 
automatically drop out of school and thus make room 
for the new batch that would start next spring. 

This was more or less a primitive life but not too 
different from the farmer’s routine today, and besides 
the truant officer weuldn’t be rapping on your door if 
you happened to miss a week or two to help dad or 
mother. Readin’, writin’ and ’Rithmetic was our daily 
portion in those days and, all in all, it was a pretty good

Patient: Isn’t this idea of 
psychosomatics being  over- 
done? Twish you'd explain the 
ABC's of it to me. 

Physician: If you're open- 
minded about it I don’t see 
how you can remain a disbe- 
liever. Let's start this way. 
You know what happens when 
you get frightened. Your 
palms get moist with perspir- 
ation. Your heart races. You 
become pale. Your pupils wi- 
den. You may have the urge 
to evacuate your bowels or pass 
urine Will you agree that 
these are physical results of 
emotions acting on organs? 

Patient: Of course. I'll go 
along with that. 

Physician: Then let’s take it 
a step further. Here is a ty- 
pical case. There are hund- 
erds like him. A salesman,

comes to me saying, “I’ve been

Do you 
know what the clue was, When 
he was in my office he said 
that this man “gives me a head- 
ache.” He didn’t realize that 
this was actually the case, Not 
until another salesman substi- 
tuted for him, did his Friday 
headaches disappear.

CONNECTION BETWEEN 
THUMBSUCKING — 
SMOKING 

What’s a man to do? With all 
the rumors and semi-scientific, 
pseudoscientifie and actually 
scientific reports flying thick 
and quick about the tobacco 
habit, to say that people are 
confused is putting it mildly. 

T recall one friend who 
switched from pipe to cigar- 
ettes a few years ago for this 
reason: he had heard that pipe 
smokers are more infantile 
than their fellows, and the pipe 
stem sucking action is nothing 
more than sucking on the 
mother’s nipple or any kind of 
nipple. He didn’t want that 
label stuck on him. 

Came the deluge of litera- 
ture and TV and radio warn 
ings about the dangers of 
cigarettes, and the poor man is 
now a cigar smoker. I wonder 
what will happen when some 
contradictory report comes out 
on cigar smoking. Probably 
much before that time, his wife 
will have convinced him that 
he'd better (for the good of all) 
give up his cigars, too. 

The fact is that recent studies 
have found no connection be- 
tween breast feeding, bottle 


feeding histories, and one’s 
penchant for smoking to satisfy 
the oral urge. Even those who 
gave a history of being thumb- 
suckers for years did not fall 
naturally into a pattern of 
smoking more than others. 

I guess we'll have to forget 
all about oral urges and satis- 
factions and rely upon scien- 
tific reports which seem to in- 
dicate that tobacco can be quite 
harmful for some people It'll 
make many smokers happy if 
we could come up with a 
simple test which would desig- 
nate those who are especially 
susceptible to the hazards of 
tobacco and those who are ex- 


empt from danger.

ASPIRIN OR CORTISONE 
FOR CHRONIC ARTHRITIS? 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: As I 
recall it, a number of months 
ago I read in your column that 
you often preferred aspirin 
rather than cortisone in the 
treatment of chronic arthritis: 
T wasn’t much interested then, 
but now a member of my own 
family has come down with an 
attack of rheumatoid arthristis, 
I’m all eyes and ears for infor- 
mation. Would you mind dis- 
cussing it some more?—Mrs. T. 
Comment: It’s the old story 
when illness hits home, infor- 
mation lightly passed over be- 
comes of intense interest, 1 
can understand why you'd like 
to know more. Well, I don’t 
recall the column you refer to, 
but in a general way I suppose 
I said that I preferred to have 
the patient on aspirin for 
months or years than on the 
cortisone drugs, because of the 
danger of complications.

Continued use, especially in 
relatviely large doses, is like- 
ly to produce the typical 
“moon face” you've heard so 
much about, Some patients 
develop a severe acne. Others 
begin to grow abnormal a- 
mounts of hair. In some, X 
rays show that there have been 
changes in bone structure 
which we call osteoporosis, 
producing spontaneous frac- 
tures. It is well) known that 
cortisone products may cause 
the breakdown of a stomach 
ulcer, or of tuberculosis les- 
ions in the lung.

been taking cortisone and re- 
quire some emergency opera- 
tion, be sure to tell the sur- 
geon you have been taking it. 
He will see to it that you get it 
before and after operation to 
precent sudden shock due to 
withdrawal of the medicine. 


I hope I haven't pictured 
these .wonderful drugs as 
blackguards when we know 
they can be so useful when 
taken with care. In fact, I 
might say that aspirin needs 
to be used with care, too, Some 
patients are absolutely aller- 
gic fo it and become actual- 
ly blue after taking one tablet; 
others get stomach bleeding 
with small doses; and so many 
compain of indigestion after 
taking aspirin. 

Therefore, what I want to 
stress is that any drug is po- 
tentially dangerous if used 
without caution. The corticos- 
teroids, especially need to be 
prescribed and used with care. 
And I suppose that’s the rea- 
son I wrote then, and say now, 
that I'd rather get along on 
aspirin if it will do as well for 


arthritis in the long run,

Montreal, April 10—(UPI)- 
Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice, in conjunction with the 
Quebee Provincial and Mon- 
treal police, have recovered 
most of the loot taken in raids 
on the Fusiliers Mont Royal 
armory in Montreal and the 
recent raids on a Shawinigan 
Armory. 

Quebec Provincial Police In- 
spector J. L. Melancon said to- 
day three young men, aged 17- 
26 are in custody and will be 
arraigned shortly. 

Their names were withheld 
pending further arrests. 

The discovery of the loot 
came late last night after three 
young men were arrested in a 
road block following a bank 
hold up at Mont Roland, Que- | 
bec. 

The loot included more than 
40 F-N automatic rifles, com- 
plete army uniforms, portable 
radios, generators, telephone 
wires, blankets. 

Five young men held up the 
Provincial Bank in Mont Rol- 
and shortly afternoon yester- 
day, waving machine guns, 
and escaped with five-thou- 
sand dollars,

THERE IS A GROWING FEELING...» 

There is a growing feeling that the curve on High- 
way 7B at the western approach to Angeline St. is in- 
adequately marked from the standpoint of motorists 
using the road who are not familiar with it. 

For some unknown reason, the approach to the 
curve from the west is in a 50-mile zone, a speed limit 
which is entirely out of keeping with the road conditions 
at this point. The 30-mile limit isn’t observed until 
the driver is well into the curve and, if he has been 
moving right along at 50 m.p.h. up to this point, it could 
be one of the last bends in the road he will ever haye to 
negotiate. 

We recommend to the people who deal with such 
matters that the approach to this treacherous curve 
from the west be more clearly marked and that a re- 
duced speed limit be set.

Reports and Remarks... 


A BANKING MUSEUM 
A bank cashier today would be startled to receive 

a cheque signed ‘Your loving friend’. But there was 

* nothing unusual about this personal touch in the early 
days of banking in Pngland some 300 years ago. Many 
examples can be seen in a banking museum recently 
opened to the public by Glyn, Mills and Company, one 
of the old established banking houses of the City of 


London: 


Speaking in the BBC General Overseas Service pro- 
gramme ‘Here and Now’, the archivist of the bank, Sid- 
ney Shelton, described how until the middle of the 
seventeenth century English merchants and others with 
cash used to deposit it in the Tower of London for saf- 
ety. 
money as he 80 often was, requisitioned some £200,000 
deposited there, an action which made merchants look 
round anxiously for some safer place for their cash. 
They turned to the goldsmiths who already accepted 
plate and jewels for safe custody. The goldsmiths’ 
receipt for money deposited promised to repay on de- 
mand, and this was the forerunner of the modern bank 
note. 


The forerunner of the cheque (a word which did not 
come into use until well on in the last century) was the 
letter from a customer asking the goldsmith to pay any. 
individual or bearer a particul sum and debit their ac- 
count. These were known as “drawn notes’ and were 
frequently.signed in such a personal manner as ‘your 
loving friend’. Nor, it appears, did clients have to 
worry about bank closing hours, as witness a letter on 
view from thé Duchess of Beafort in 1689: ‘I desire you 
will meet me at Beafort House this evening at -six 
o’elock and bring with you one hundred pound’. As a 
footnote she adds, ‘my Lord is very well’.

The millions of dollars being 
budgeted for yearly by the

He envision- 
ed the Trent Valley Canal as 
a real waterway to transport 
vessels from Georgian Bay to 
Lake Ontario, and as far back 
as the early nineteen hund- 
reds, he managed to squeeze 
through estimates in the goy- 
ernment budget for the Trent 
Valley canal, 

In the last year or two, a mil-

History recalls that in the

CANADA’S HERITAGE : 

It is a favorite pastime of quite a number of Cana- 
dians to depecate the English, and anything English, so 
it has been a refreshing change recently.to read in a To- 
ronto newspaper by a Canadian-born reporter who said 
he was unashamedly an Anglophile”. 

And as some Canadians ask — what do we owe the 
English (they almost invariably use the term English for 
British), so do many students today. ask why study Bri- 
tish’ history? 

Richard S. Lambert, M.A., (Oxford University), super 
visor of school broadcasts for the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporating, gives the answer in his preface to “The 
Great Heritage’’, a history of Britain for Canadians. 

His preface reads: “Why study British history? Ca- 
nadians, especially young Canadians demand an. answer. 

“They live in a country where Washington is closer 
than London, England. Their way of life is intimately af- 
fected by American production and policy. Canada’s own 
population includes an ever increasing proportion of Citi- 
zens who are not*British born. Canada, herself, is striy- 
ing for a distinct national destiny and, as never befare, 
Canadians are aware of this.‘ Well may they ask, “Why 
study British history?” cee 

“The answer. is simple. In a world increasingly 
threatened by tryanny, our priceless liberties and institu- 
tions, toa great degree, come from Britain. Our system 
of popular responsible government, our tradition of in- 
dividual freedom, our incorruptible law courts, the use- 
ful and often beautiful English language. The bonds of 
Commonwealth and our beloved monarch — all these 
heritages were founded in Britain. To protect them, we 
must understand them. We must appreciate the. long 
process of evolution and, yes, the occasional outbursts of 
revolution, that brought them to Canada’s shores”. 

Some Canadians would abolish our flag, others’ do 
not appreciate the fact that Canadians are both Canadian 
citizens and British subjects, a few would have us leave 
the Commonwealth. These are the ones that cannot 
appreciate our basic heritages although their very right 
to speak their opposition without fear of retaliation is one 
of the British traditions of individual freedom,

The Red Ensign, as anyone who has liyed in Can- 
ada for any length of time knows, has been the nation’s 
accepted flag for a good many years. Its authenticity 
-as the national emblem-has never been’ questioned until 
relatively recent times when those noisy few who like to 
break with tradition in such matters, began setting up a 
hue and cry for a distinctive Canadian flag. For our 
part, we feel that no flag could be less distinctive than 
one brought into being-nearly one hundred years after 
confederation. We wish the Legion success in its ap- 
peal and trust that the good people of Whitby will rise 
up in righteous indignation over the action of a muni- 
cipal council in attempting to overrule federal govern- 
ment legislation, and that is what it amounts to because 
the.Government of Canada long ago recognized the Can- 
adian Red Ensign as the nation’s official flag. The 
Union Jack, generally given equal prominence at offic- 
jal functions, is symbolic of Canada’s tie with the 
Motherland. 


WE REALLY ARE JEALOUS

SPORTSMEN BENEFIT, TOO WHEN FISH 

AND GAMES LAWS ENFORCED 

> “Without efféctive enforcement of hunting and fish- 
ing laws and regulations on seasons and bag limits, few 
sportsmen anywhere would have an opportunity to get a 
fair share in the annual harvest of surplus game and fish. 
Laws and regulations are tools of game and fish manage- 
‘ment, but they are not worth the ink required to write 
them if they are not properly enforced”. 

So stated Clyde B, Patton, director of the North 
Carolina Wildlife Resources Commission, addressing the 
International Association of Game, Fish and Conservation 
Commissioners, 

“A basic purpose of wildlife management is to provide 
a maximum harvest of game, fish and fur for the hunting, 
fishing and trapping public within bounds described by 
such potentially conflicting interests as agriculture, fore- 
stry, industry and the expansion of modern civilization. 

“The wildlife enforcement officers’ services are vital- 
ly necessary if this precept is to be meaningful. Wnforce- 
ment of the laws and regulations limiting the methods and 
means of taking wildlife and prohibiting its sale ensures 
that hunting and fishing remain recreational pursuits 
rather than commercial operations, : 


“The aesthetic and therapeutics values of the sports 


of hunting and fishing cannot be measured in dollars and

HAIR POLISH. How long is it since anyone has com- 
mented that your hair looks “lovely?”

In restoring gleam and bounce to lifeless locks, recondi- 
tioning shampoos are a basic step. So easy, too! 


’ Aiding the process is a growing number of sudsy con- 
ditioners, formulated for individual problems — from the 
oily to the dry, to the overtinted. Only seek, and you will 
find the just-right formula.

For example, do you know 
that, if you rinse as thoroughly after the first lathering as 
after the final one, the second application of suds acts like 
polish?)

Hair specialists believe 
that hot water is hard on the scalp and hair, especially on 
a scaly scalp and tinted hair.

© Shampoo Spray. Spray-rinsing is the most thorough 
and, if the spray has small rubber “fingers,” it provides the 
additional benefit of massage. 

© Linen Towels. Because a linen towel is lintless, it 
leaves nothing behind but shine on shampooed hair that is 
blotted with it. 


Plastic Mulch Prevents Weeds 


Home gardeners can improve the size and quality of their 
vegetables, fruit and flowers by using black polyethylene plastic 


film from a roll for mulching, a new method which has paid off 
for. commercial growers. Black polyethylene cuts out all light, 
protects young trees, flower and fruit plants—as well as their 
roots—from cold, heat, drought or weeds. It completely elimi- 
nates hocing. Less fertilizer is required, because the plastic 
minimizes loss of nutrients by rainfall. 

Gering Plastics reports horticulturalists found that fruit and 
vegetables, mulched with the opaque film, are generally of better 
guality. Tomato plants are larger, firmer and have fewer defects, 
Strawberries come into production eight to 10 days earlier. 
There are fewer culls, and no soil rot, because the fruit is kept 
off the ground. Birds appear to do less damage where the plastic 
is used. A square of black polyethylene, 4 x 4 feet or Jhsyian 
can be used around newly set fruit trees, rose bushes, or shrubs 
to control weeds and grass. This helps new plantings get off to 
a better start. 

Soil should be pEcoared in the normal manner and fert*!ized 
before the polyethylene mulch is applied. Beds should be firm, 
smooth and slightly crowned so that the water will run off th 
plastic. Soil shoveled along the edges of the film will keep it 
anchored. Slits are made in the polyethylene with a razor blade 
to set in the plants. Black film absorbs heat, and plants must 
not remain under the hot unslit material for any length of time. 

With very small seeded crops like beets, carrots 0: -adishes, 
it is more practical to wait until the crop is up, then to place 
strips of the opaque plastic on both sides of therow.

DIFFERENT DINNER BUNS 
Cornmeal Dinner Buns dif- 
fer from the ordinary type of 
yeast-raised dinner breads in at 
least three pleasing ways. 

Instead of being spherical, | 
like most dinner rolls, these 
are shaped somewhat like a 
hamburg bun, but a little more 
rounded on top. Cornmeal 
gives a pleasant golden tint 
to the interior, and helps the 
tenaer thin crusts bake to an 
even richer tone. 

The buns are quite moist 
and soft inside, with an in- 
triguing graininess of texture 
provided by the cornmeal. 

These unusual Cornmeal 
Dinner Buns are particularly 
nice served with ham, pork, 
chicken or cold meats. Try 
them, too, as sandwich buns 
with cheese or sliced meat fil- 
lings. And, if you have any 
left the next day, you'll find 
that if you split and toast them, 
They make a delectable foun- 
dation for creamed seafood. 
chicken or eggs. 


CORNMEAL DINNER BUNS 
(Yield) 18 Buns 

1% cup yellow cornmeal; 3 
tablespoons granulated sugar; 
1 teaspoon salt; 3 tablespoons 
margarine or butter; 34 cup 
boiling water; 4% cup ~ luke- 
warm water; 1 teaspoon granu- 
lated sugar; 1 envelope fast- 
rising active dry yeast; 1 egg, 
well-beaten: 3% cups (about) 
pre-sifted all purpose flour: 
melted margarine or butter. 
Combin cornmeal, the 3 
tablespoons sugar and salt in 
small bowl. Add the 3 table- 
spoons margarine. Stir in boil- 
ing water. Cool to lukewarm. 
Meantime, measure luke- 
warm water into large mixing 
bowl: sfir in the 1 teaspoon of 
sugar, Snrinkle yeast on top. 
Let stand 10 minutes: then stir 
well. Stir in lukewarm corn- 
meal mixture and egg. Add 
1% cuns of the flour: beat until 
smooth. Work in sufficient ad- 
ditional flour to make a soft 
dough, about 134 cuns more. 
Turn.out onto lishtly flour- 
ed board or canvas; knead until 
smooth and elastic. Place in 
greased bowl; brush with 
melted margarine or butter. 
Cover, Let rise in a warm 
place, free from draft. unfil 
doubled in bulk, about 45 min- 
utes, 
Punch down risen dough. 
Turn out onto lightly floured 
board or canvas; divide dough 
in half. Shape one half into 
9-inch long roll; cut into nine 
equal pieces, Shape each piece 
into a ball. 
Place, a couple of inches 
apart, on greased baking sheet; 
pat each with heel of hand to 
flatten slightly into thick 
circle. Brush lighly with melt- 
ed margarine or butter. Repeat 
with second half of dough. 
Cover. Let rise in a warm 
place, free from draft, until 
donbled in bulk, about 30 min- 
ute3;. Bake in preheated hot 
oven, 400 deg. , about 15 min- 
utes, Remove to cooling racks. 
Tf desired, brush with more 
melted margarine or butter.

Most frequently vegetables 
are served buttered but there 
are so many extra touches to 
make the vegetable of the day 
more interesting and glamor- 
ous.

History records that, in 
1615, the area’s first tourists

The Northeast Corner ty ‘tne observer’ 


Last summer I had the pleasure of spending a very 
happy afternoon yiewing all the exhibits that are on 
display in the Victoria County Museum and I can hon- 
estly say that for the length of time they have been 
collecting they have a very fine colleciton of articles 
that were used by the early pioneers of this county. 
Many of the exhibits are well oyer one hundred years 
old and the Historical Society is to be highly commend- 
ed for the interest they are taking in preserving the 
working tools of the early pioneers. Dr. R. M. Parker is 
the president of the society and evidently he is giving 
real leadership to the work. 

There is a lot of history within the walls of the 
museum and every teacher in Victoria County could 
not do better than to have her trustees declare a half 
hoilday and bring all her pupils to the museum and haye 
the Curator explain what the different articles were used 
for in the early log houses of the pioneers. 

In the early days every farmer had a small flock 
of sheep and the wool from these sheep was spun by 
the house-wife to make stockings and underwear for 
the whole family. In the first place she had to “card” 
the wool and make it into “rolls”. You will see a pair 
of cards in the museum. Then she spun the “rolls”? on 
her spinning wheel and made the yarn. If she want- 
ed Coarse yarn for voarse work socks she would twist 
two or three strands of the finer yarn into one coarse 
strand. They also haye the spinning wheels on display. 
Perhaps some day they might be able to find some old 
lady who in her younger days spent many an hour spin- 


ning and she would he able to actually demonstrate the 


art of spinning. 


There were no combines or threshing machines in 
the early days and go the farmer had to thresh his own 
grain. He did this with a “flail”. A flail is simply two 
sticks of hard-wood tied together by a piece of leather 
about 5 or 6inches long. One of the sticks was about a 
foot longer than the other one. There was quite a 
knack in swinging a flail as the farmer flailed the grain 
from the straw on the barn floor. 

There were no electric kettles to boil water, for 
there was no electrical power available. The only 
kettle she had was a large heavy iron kettle and when 
this was filled with water it required almost a man’s 
strength to lift it. 

Another very interesting article I saw was a ball 
and chain. This article I understand was donated by 
our local County jail. The ball of iron is round and 
weighs eighty pounds. Attached to the ball is a piece 
of logging chain about five feet long. At the end of the 
chain is attached a cleyis that is locked by a key. When 
the clevis is opened it is put on a man’s ankle and when 
he was taken out to work he was required to carry the 
ball and this kept him within due bounds and prevented 
his escape. We can hardly imagine that such a piece of 
torture Was ever used in Victoria County. It looks like 
something that would be used in the dark ages when 
all kinds of punishment was heaped’ on prisoners and 
yet this instrument was donated by our own County 
jail. ' 
that apparently has 
quite a history is a sword that belonged to an Wneglish- 
man by the name-of Captain Rae. This man was in 
the British Army and carried the sword at the Battle 
of Waterloo, Inthe early days of this County Capt. 
Rae came to Canada and Victoria County and received 
a grant of land at Raeborough. We named the village 
after himself and no doubt it is to this family that the 
late J. 13. Weldon’s family was related.

These are only a tew of the interesting articles you 
will see in the Museum. The display, I understand was 
carried out by Mr. and Mrs. Burridge and their two 
daughters and they certainly have all the exhibits beau- 
tifully arranged. The exhibit is not as large as you will 
see if you visit Upper Canada Village but on the other 
hand there are a lot of articles here that you will not 
see in Upper Canada Village. 

I also noticed a very fine collection of crystal and 
china and amber glass. There were two cabinets full 
of crystal and amber glass and another large case with 
a complete set of Old Willow. I was told there are 
hundreds of dollars worth of these old specimens and 
there is a particular story attached to each piece. They 
also have three or four very fine china cabinets. ‘These 
were made in England and brought to this country by 
a man who settled near Burnt River. They appear to 
be made out of English Oak. 

Then I spent some time viewing the machinery, etc. 
they have in the bain that they erected last summer. 
The barn came from Indian Point and is well over one 
hundred years old. It was donated by Mr. and Mrs. 
Charlie Shields of Coboconk. It was torn down and 
dismantled by Mr. A. Squires of Oakwood and then 


moved in and rebuilt as it originally was. On display 
are the early implements used in harvesting grain. 


The first implement was the common sickle. In the 
early days when the land was covered with stumps one 
didn’t have room to swing a cradle. But asthe stumps 
began to disappear then the cradle was used to cut the 
grain and it was then raked into sheaves and they were 
tied by hand.* Then some one thought of an easier 
way of cutting grain than swinging a cradle and so he 
invented the reaper. The reaper was the forerunner of 
the binder. It cut the grain and discharged the sheaf 
untied. You will see all these in the barn—the sickle— 
the cradle and the reaper. The reaper is getting to be 
quite a rare article any more and you will find very 
few of them in Ontario, so the Society here in Lindsay 
is very fortunate to have one for their collection. I also 
noticed an old horse-drawn pea-harvester, several dif- 
ferent types of plows, a fanning mill complete with bag- 
ser attached and a machine for planting turnip seed. 
I also noticed a phueton in first class condition. 

I have only given a sketchy account of some of the 
articles I saw in the Museum and in the barn. There 
are hundreds more bur space will not permit to detail 
them all. At any rate the Historical Society is perform- 
ing a yery useful task in preserving these old articles 
and they will become more valuable as they increase in 
age. It is a work that should have the Support of ey- 
eryone in the County. Many of the articles are home- 
made or made by the village smithy and they all show 
the ingenuity of the early pioneers.

CALLS TERM “OLDSTER” 
A BIT OF HYPROCRISY 

We all have pet hates. Not 
exactly hates, perhaps, but at 
least small irritations. 

For me one that abrades my 
equanimity is hearing the uti- 
quitous euphemism “senior 
citizen”. I don’t know its ori- 
gin. No doubt some absurdly 
solicitous politician first used | 
it to curry favor and votes | 
from an auidence of retirees. | 

The use of “senior citizen’ , 
to describe older people is out-| 
right balderdash and hogwash. 
It is tampering with truth; try-| 
{ng to give older persons an) 
astigamitic view of the calen-| 
dar. ; 

The worst of it is that the 
term senior citizen has been 
accepted as a sort of official 
designation by the large body 
of people who are over 65. It’ 
gives them a certain dignity! 
and acts as an anesthetic to 
boot. It takes some of the pain 
away from growing older. 

For example, I receive 
many letters which begin this 
way: “I am a senior citizen just 
turned 65 who etc., etc., or “I 
have recently had an 80th 
birthday. That entitles be to 
be called a senior citizen, don’t

you think. 
IF YOU LIKE IT- 

All right, say I if, you are 
so constituted that you can’t 
face reality. As for me, when 
I reach 65, I hope I have 
strength enough to take a poke 
at the first upstart who calls 
me a senor citizen. That would 
be an insult par excellence. 

I prefer to be put in the pro- 
per category. I'd like to be 
called an “oldster”. What's 
wrong with that? Any worse 
than calling a child any anyone 
under 40 a youngster? And 
while we're at it, how about 
coining a word; ‘Midster’. 
Let's put it this way. Anyone 
from childhood to 40 is a 
youngster; from 40 to 65 is a 
midster; 


oldster. 
No hyprocrisy there. Just 
plain truth. (Except that a) 


teen might think we were giv- 
ing a 39-year-old the benefit 
of the category by calling him 
a youngster.)

USEFUL LIQUID ROOFING COMPOUND 
A liquid roofing compound reported on recently in 
the BBC General Overseas Service programme ‘New 
Ideas’ is easy to lay and needs little maintenance. “It 
can be put on with a brush, roller or trowel,” said re- 
porter Bill Myatt, “or with a spray gun if large areas 
are to be covered. The compound is completely wat- 
erproof, does not become soft in hot weather, or crack 
in cold, and is elastic enough to stretch and contract 
was any movement of the structure it is applied to. 


“This non-bituminous compound is made of a 
liquid plastic of which the formula-is being kept secret, 
When laid, it becomes firm in about. eight hours, but 
continues to ‘cure’ until its fullest tensile strength is 
reached in about fourteen days. It will adhere perman- 
ently to: wood, brick, glass cement, asbestos. cement, 
concrete, fibre glass boards and metals. A gallon of it 
will cover an area of about five square yards.” 


Apart from roof protection, it could be used to give 
waterproof coating to lagged pipes, to proyde insulation 
for electrical equipment, for healing certain kinds of 
tanks, or to waterproof the ops of caravans, trucks and 
railway wagons.

s Cowboy Drivers 


The way an automobile is cared 
for and driven by its owner can 
increase its worth

Automatic trans- 
missions, for in- 
stance, while prac- 
tically foolproof in 
the precision with 
which they are 
turned out these 
days by the fac- 
tory, can require a costly major ov- 
erhaul after as little as 10,000 miles 
of rough handling. 

While high speed in itself is not 
necessarily hard on a car, constant 
rapid acceleration and braking Is. 
Tt strains the transmission, wears 
out the brakes and tires and soon 
creates body looseness. If a road 
is rough and potholed—slow down. 
Bumpy railroad tracks, for in- 
stance, will do a lot less damage 
to your car’s suspension and body 
tightness if driven over at 25 mile 
per hour than at 75 mph. 

Does “cowboy” driving save 
time? To find out, two engineers 
recently sent two cars over the 
same route through a oity, one 
driven carfeully and the other by a 
driver “in a hurry.” 

The easy driver got 60 percent 
more miles to a gallon of gas— 
19.2 miles per gallon compared with 
12—and lost almost nothing in | 
speed for the economy. His average | 
speed was 2 percent less and his 
time on the road 2 percent more. 
While the cowboy driver took 30 
minutes to make the trip, the care-

Last April, a large delega- 
tion of members of the Police 


#| Association of Ontario, from 


all parts of the province, pre- 
sented a brief to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Frederick Cass in which 
they asked that the Police Act 
and regulations be amended. 
The Association pointed out 
that the Police Act and regula- 
tions denied to police officers 
in Ontario basic justice. 

Since the Police Amendment 
Act, 1964, Bill 99 was made 
public, the Police Association. 
representing over 8,500 mun- 
jeinal and provincial police 
officers has had if under study. 

The Association has inform- 
ed the Honourable John M. 
Robarts, Prime Minister of 
Ontario of their profound dis- 
appointment in its provisions. 
The Association have made 
known to the Prime Minister 
their strong disapproval of 
some of the things which it 
provides and some of the 
things in has failed to provide 

The letter reads, “We should 
like to convey to you the basis 
of our strong protest respect- 
ing the shortcoming of Bill 99 
as they affect the welfare of 
police officers throughout the 
province’. 

The Association said their 
hopes and expectations, fol- 
lowing meetings between the 
Attorney General, members of 
the Ontario Police Commission 
senior members of the depart- 
ment and representatives of 
the Police Association, were 
turned into disillusionment 
and frustration when they dis- 
covered the Police Amendment 
Act, 1964 contained practically 
nothing in the way of legisla- 
tion which would remedy the 
long standing objections and 
grievances that police offi- 
cers in the province have had 
to the existing Police Act. 

The Association said these 
objections and grievances has 
as their source a demand for 
basic justice and for fair treat- 
ment the same as other citizens 
are entitled to. 


The letter to the Prime Min- 
{ister continues: “What else is 
at issue when: (1) The present 
Police Act denies to police bar- 
; gaining committees the right 
to counsel whether legal or 
economic at the bargaining 
table with management, but, 
on the other hand, does not 
| deny it to management. (2) The 
present Police Act regulations 
deny to police officers charged 
| with disciplinary offences the 
| right to counsel and adequate 
rights of appeal. (3) The re- 
| sponsibility which manage- 
| ment has to work out fair col- 
lective bargaining agreements 
| with their police employees is 
being more and more evaded 
and passed on to boards of ar- 
bitration. (4) The impartiality 
‘of the appointments of chair- 
men to boards of arbitration 
are sometimes in question and 
as 2 general rule the proceed- 
ings of the boards of arbitra- 
tion drag out for long periods 
of (tme (5) Ontario Provincial 
Police employees are denied 
the right to bargain collec- 
tively. (6) There is no fair and 
equitable established proce- 
dure for the adjustment of le- 
gitimate grievances of police 
officers. (7) The legislation 
which allows payment of po-' 
lice officers on a fee basis has 
not been repealed, 
{is no protection for police of- 
ficers in their association and 
bargaining activities against 
intimidation or coercion, in- 
ferference or discrimination.” 

“To add to our disappoint- 


ment”, continues the Police 
Association letter to the 
Prime Minister, “the Police 


Amendment Act of 1964 pro- 
poses certain additions to the 
Police Act which we consider 
offensive and dangerous to the 
interests and welfare of police- 
men in the province and indeed 
the public as well. Under 
Section three of the Police Act,

member of a police force 
“shall during his period of em- 
ployment, be a party to any 
agreement or arrangement

“At the present time, with 
the inadequate wages that are 
being paid to police officers, 
the only way in which a large 
number of policemen in the 
province can earn enough to 
support their wives and child- 
ren is to take on employment 
outside their regular duty. This 
is done with the approval of 
the police department, Such 
employment would include 
doing outside police duty at 
such events as the Canadian 
National Exhibition and at 
hockey and other sporting 
events and on the many occa- 
sions when firms and members 
of the public require special 
services which cannot be pro- 
vided in the regular way be- 
cause of the shortage of police 
manpower”. 


The letter from the Police 
Association. of which the fore- 
going only represents a portion 
concludes with a request from 
the Administrator of the Police 
Association of Ontario for a 
meeting between the prime 
Minister and representaives 
of the association.

EDITORIALS.... 


THIS HAS SCARED A LOT OF PEOPLE 

The fact that the Unemployment Insurance Com- 
mission is frequentiy placed in the position of finding 
itself “on the rocks” financially has scared a lot of 
people where government pension plans are concern- 
ed. They wonder if it wouldn’t be extremely unwise 
to have the government (any level) get into the pension 
business and if it wouldn't be more expedient and fin- 
ancially sound, to let private enterprise insurance comp- 
anies come up with a proposition which would be work- 
able on a provincial or national scale. 

Tf, as has been generally believed, insurance comp- 
anies are genuinely interested in a broad-scale pension 
system, they never had a better opportunity than right 
now to submit some proposals for consideration by 
federal and provincial governments. 

Government operation of various plans has shown 
that they tend to either get out of hand from a cost 
standpoint or fall into deep financial water. Private 
insurance companies have to stand or fall on the basis 
of their ability to operate on a sound financial footing 
and the public might feel more confident of a pension 
proposal which wasn’t likely to evolve into further tax 
burdens on an already over-taxed populace. What 
do you think?

THOSE GENTLE GHOSTS 
Farmer and broadcaster Hugh Barrett, who among 
other broadcasts introduces ‘The Farming World’ pro- 
gramme in the BBC General Overseas Service, talked 
in the BBC Home Service recently about some of the 
farmhouses he has lived in in Suffolk, a county rich 
in English domestic architecture. 
For him the modern house, however well made, 
has little attraction, “I would guess,” he said, “that 
all the houses I haye lived in were built between 1480 
and 1620: timber framed, sitting on thick timber baulks, 
* which in turn sit on brick foundations. Between the 
beams are either Jath and plaster or a mixture of broken 
” priek and plaster,.or in some cases the older materials 
wattle and daub, a very durable material indeed pro- 
vided it is kept dry.” 


Of course, some intricate problems and much 
hard work are often involyed in making such old build- 
ings comfortable by modern standards, with adequate 
heating, lighting and plumbing. Sometimes alterations 
bring to light such treasures as the early Tudor pan- 
nelling, “as clear cut as if it had been put in the week 
before”, Hugh Barrett discovered under six thicknesses 
of wallpapr and plaster in one room. He found the 
fight against such enemies as woodworm, dry rot and 
draughts well worth while. “I wouldn’t change,” he 
said. “I want to be able always to look out from the 
windows at herons on the water meadows and hear the 
cock-pheasants go up to perch at night: to have bats 
futtering round the bedroom and martins nesting under 
the eaves. Above all I want ot continue living in a 
house that is so much part of the landscape that you 
have to look twice to be sure itis there. I like to think 
when the house creaks at night and groans in a high 
wind that this is no more than an old place easing itself 
earthwards as it has been doing for five hundred years, 
and feeling not only the weight of a new young family, 
but the gentle ghosts of those who were born and 
toiled and came to their fulfilment here before us;

MATERIAL FOR MASTER 
MODELS IN ENGINEERING 

A plastic material for Making the master models 
used by the engineering industry as the basis of most 
tool-design was reported on recently by Kenneth Hud- 
son in the BBC General Overseas Service programme 
‘New Ideas’. 

Until recently, said Hudson, these models were 
made of wood, usually mahogany, but although some 
beautiful workmanship went into them, wood had never 
been completely Satisfactory, partly because of the 
grain and partly because it was liable to change shape 
and size according to the amount of moisture in the 
air. This resin product, called Epophen, was a thor- 
oughly stable substance once set, unaffected by changes 
of temperature and humidity, and easily Shaped with or- 
dinary woodworking tools. The method of using it was 
to cast a special ‘caryable-mix’ of epoxide resin and let 
it harden into a block slightly larger than the finished 
model would be. The block could then be accurately 
carved to the final dimensions, 

“Bpophen can also be used very successfully for 
making dummy units from the master models,” he said 
“either as tooling aids or for checking dummy fixtures 
for assembly lines. One of Britain's leading aircraft 
manufacturers has adopted this technique as a means 
of simplifying and speeding-up the production and fit- 
ting of heat-exchangers in airlines, A resin and fibre- 
glass mould is made from the master model and the 
dummies built up inside the mould with resin-impregnat~- 
ed glass-fibre cloth,” 


OLD SOLDIER 

General Douglas MacArthur is dead and the world 
will probably never see his like again. The hero of 
Corregidor and Inchon was a man of immense, almost 
overwhelming personality and his qualities of boldness, 
initiative and daring inspired the men who fought und- 
er his courageous leadership in the Second World War. 

The era of the military leader wth the power to 
shape history fs ending, howver. General MacArthur's 
capacity for bold personal soldering was both his great 
strength and his great weakness. The great powers of 
the world today are at pains to separate diplomacy from 
military leadership and in this atmosphere institutions 
like General MacArthur cannot thrive.

DEATH IN BED 
CAN BE AS DRAMATIC 
AS DEATH IN CRASH 

Death is as tragic in bed. 

An airplane crash, A train 
wreck, An earthquake. You 
can be sure that one and all 
will make the headlines. News- 
papers, TV and radio imme- 
diately announce such catas- 
trophies, 

But many thousands more die 
quietly in bed. That is not 
news because one man or wo- 
man here, a child there, al- 
though they add up to many 
hundreds of thousands of 
deaths a year, aren’t as drama- 
tic as sudden, unexpected mass 
annihilation. 

Following a fire, a specta- 
cular crash, or any other means 
of mass human imperilment, 
you can be certain that imme- 
diate preventive measures will 
be taken, There will be new 
fire restrictions passed; the 
structure of planes will be re- 
assessed. 

Is a similar reaction usual 
after Mr. Smith dies in bed of 
a cancer in South Dakota and 
Mrs. Jones dies of a heart at- 
tack in New York? The an- 
swer is yes, but in a delayed 
reaction to such unspectacu- 


lar tragedies. 
OFTEN DRAMATIC 

Not until each death due to 
illness becomes a cold statis- 
tic in a long column do we 
realize that death is as tragic 
in bed. When we read of thou- 
sands who die of cancer and 
many more thousands who suc- 
cumb to heart disease, do we 
realize that often the single 
death can be as dramatic and 
tragic as the multiple ones. 

For example, if your hus- 
band has complained of indi- 
gestion and has gone to the 
office instead of calling the 
doctor (in spite of your pleas 
that he take care of himself), 
his sudden collapse and demise 
are as tragic to you as if he 
were in an accident with 99 
other human beings. 

And if your wife has noticed 
a lump in her breast for many 
months and puts off going to 
the doctor until even operation 
and X-ray treatment were use- 
less, her death is as dramatic 
to you as it could be under any 
accidental circumstances. 

At least, this is as it should 
be. We are becoming more 
and more preventive-medicine 
minded, Through such advice 
as you read in this column, in 


| SPORTSMANS 


books, in magazines, over the 
air; and from the first-hand in- 
formation received from your 
own doctor. you are now more 
alert against the killers who 
track down their prey one at a 
time, 

Gruesome as the thought is, 
if you will remember that 
death is as tragic in bed. you 
will take common sense mea- 
sures to treat illness early to 
prevent needless single tra- 
gedies. These add up to an 
awful lot of dramatic stories.

EMPHYSEMA 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: What 
is emphysema and what causes 
it?-Mr, Y. 

Comment: Simply stated, it 
si a destruction of the alveolar 
(lung sac) walls. 

Sometimes we do not know 
the cause. It occurs, in the 
chronic variety, more often in 
men and after middle age. 
There is often a previous or 
concomitant history of chron- 
ic bronchitis, bronchial asthma 
bronchietasis, or any other 
serious infection of the lungs. 

Its severity, of course, de- 
pends upon how much lung 


tissue has been involved; upon 


how much interference there 
is in the normal interchange 
of oxygen and carbon dioxide 
in the lungs and other factors. 

The usual symptoms are 
shortness of breath (even when 
not exerting), chronic cough, 
excessive expectoration and a 
history of frequent injections 
in the lungs. Often the pa- 
tient’s lips and finger nails are 
blue.

‘to smoke, although they have 
been told that tobacco aggra- 
vates their condition. To see 
a man practically gasping for 
breath and taking puffs of a 
cigarette between times, 15 
one of the conflicting perplex- 
ities of human nature.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I know 


you are a stickler for warning); 


people against self-treatment. 
J agree when you that “a doc- 
tor who treats himself has a 
fool for a patient”. But are 
we patients always fools, too? 

For example, what's wrong 
with taking an occasional aspir- 
in tablet for a headache or a 
brheumatoid pain? And how a- 
bout an occasional tranquilizer 
when you're upset and ner- 
vous? Are these any reasons 
for running to the doctor? If 
we all did, doctors wouldn't 
have time to treat the real 
serious cases.—Mrs. B. 

Comment: Now, here’s the 
difference. Let's say the doc- 
tor who treats himself is a fool, 
and the patient a bigger fool. 
Strong words? All I'm doing 
is enlarging on the above- 
quoted aphorism. 

At least the doctor knows 
something about his anatomy 
Sand physiology; he knows 
something about diagnosis and 


(as when he treats his family, 
too) his judgment suffers. It’s 
difficult to stand off and ob- 
serve yourself of those close to 
you with detachment. 

But you, as a patient, have 
nothing more than a superfi- 
cial knowledge of medicine. 
For example, what we try to 
tell you in these columns, is 
not how to be a doctor, but to 
have sufficient knowledge to 
call for help in time. As, for 
example, I'm trying to tell you 
today. 

PRECIOUS TIME LOST 

Of course, an occasional as- 
pirin is all right to take for a 
headache or arthritis; or a 
tranquilizer your doctor has 
prescribed for nervousness, 

But I emphasize the word 
“occasional”, I don’t see how 
you can go wrong there. 
Where procrastination hurts 
is in trying drugs on your own 
for weeks or months. It’s not 
so much taking the drugs that 
may be dangerous to one’s 
health, as in the precious 
time lost'in making the correct 
diagnosis and instituting spe-

May I be permitted space 
in your newspaper to con- 
ment on the chipping away of 
jthe rights of individuals at the 
Annual meeting of the Ross 
Memorial Association at the 
Town Hall Wednesday night.

Some 
of these members had the 
right by reason of the fact 
that they had contributed 
thousands of dollars and some 
hundreds to the Building of 
the new Hospital, while others 
had the same right by reason 
of having paid their annual 
dues., A motion was made, 
seconded and carried that each 
member must vote for a full 
slate even though they might 
well be voting for someone un- 
known or unwanted on the 
Board. I protested that this 
was not possible and was be- 
yond the powers of even a 
majority in a British country 
but the Chairman for the oc- 
\casion ruled that we must vote 
according to the motion or be 
disenfranchised. The result 
was that four brave souls did 
vote as their conscience dictat- 
ed and those ballots were im- 
mediately . labelled “spoiled” 
and the voters therefore disen- 
franchised. Most of us includ- 
ing myself voted for those we 
|wished to vote for and then 
junder penalty of being disen- 
franchised voted for others 
whom-we did not wish to vote 
for. By forcing us to vote for 
those we did not wish to vote 
for our -liberty was taken a- 
way just as much as if were re- 
fused the right to vote for 
those we did approve and wish- 
ed to vote for.

PLANNING FOR '67 

Suggestions for marking Canada’s Centennial are 
pouring in from across the nation and Ottawa is not 
short of ideas for marking the centenary of confedera- 
tion. 

In Lindsay, suggestions for utilizing the grants 
available from both federal and provincial sources on 
the community level have not been quite as prolific. 
The Academy Theatre Foundation feel the theatre reno- 
vations are a worthy cause, and the Victoria County 
Museum also put up good reasons for being considered 
for the grants. Both projects are acceptable ones 
under the government provisions. Suggestions that 
the old mill be refurbished should be rejected out of 
hand, for the site of the present mill has no connection 
with the original, historical Purdy’s Mill: 

But over and aboye the allocation of the grants 
from provincial and federal levels (which, incidentally 
haye to be matched dollar for dollar by the municipality 
applying for them) how else can the centenary be mark- 
ed? Councils and centenary committees have little 
time left in which to plan. No doubt carnivals, pag- 
eants and parades can be ‘‘whipped up” with little not- 
ice but what else can be done to mark the occasion in 
@.Mmore permanent way? 

An imaginative proposal by Alderman Jack Leslie 
of Calgary could be adopted by many towns. Mr. Leslie 
suggested a “twin-city exchange”, between Calgary 
and Quebec. Here, many citizens of Quebec would at- 
tend the “Carnaval d’Hiver”’ in Quebec. The cost of 
the exchange would be transportation only, for each 
visitor to the other’s town would live in the home of the 
exchange family. 

As well as parades, canoe races, essay and public 
speaking contests, let us in Lindsay also try and come 
up With an imaginative programme. 


A GRIEVANCE MAN 

A way of dealing with the miscarriage of justice that 
can occur between individuals and government depart- 
Tents has been in operation in Sweden and other 
Scandinavian countries for some time. A Parliament- 
ary Commissioner, or Grievance Man, referred to as a 
“Justiticeombudsman” in Sweden watches over civil and 
military affairs and is elected by parliament to investi- 
gate the private grievances of citizens. 


The Ombudsman has access to hospitals, prisons, 
mental homes and barracks and members of the gov- 
ernment, including ministers are required to provide him 
with any information or documents he may require for 
his investigations. He has no power to reverse gov- 
ernment decisions but is permitted to recommend di- 
rectly to the government that a minister be brought to 
account. 

Norway is*providing for a new system like this in 
the Norweigian constitution. New Zealand recently in- 
stituted a Grievance Man, and Britain has an organiza~ 
tion of lawyers known as “Justice” studying these ex- 
perinients, 

4n Ombudsman for Ontario is one of the proposals 
to be brought up for discussion at the 52nd annual 
meeting of the Ontario Chamber of Commerce in Ot- 
tawa from May 3rd to 5th. The proposal from the 
Windsor clarober, suggests the provincial government 
Set up a committee to consider the creation of such an 
office. 

The Swedish Ombudsman, in a recent year, dealt 
with more than 1,000 cases.~ Of these, five prosecutions 
were instituted against officials; 247 cases resulted in 
admonitions to officials; eight proposals were made to 
the xovernment for amendment of existing laws or reg- 
ulations; 18 cases were transferred to other authorities; 
619 were investigated hut no action was deemed nec- 
essary; 184 were found to be without foundation 


without formal inquiry; and eight were cancelled by the 
complainants.

Reports and Remarks... 


TORONTO—It is expected that there will be 2,000 
new campsites in Ontario Provincial Parks this year, 
according to a statement by Hon. A. Kelso Roberts, 
Qicn Minister of Lands and Forests. Some of these 
will be ready for the opening of the parks season in 
May, Mr. Roberts said. 

There were 14,500 campsites in operation in Pro- 
vincial Parks in 1963, The 1964 total is expected to 
reach 16,500. 

The Parks Branch will establish the new campsites 
in the following Provincial Parks; 

Point Farms, near Goderich; Nagagamisis, near 
Hornepayne; Balsain Lake, north of Lindsay! Lake Sup- 
erior, north of Sault Ste. Marie; Bon Hcho, north of 
Belleville; and Outlet Park near Picton. 

The total capaccity of organized campsites for over- 
night campers in Provincial Parks in 1964 will be ap- 
proximately 62,000, to be increased next year to 66,000. 

It is estimated that 320,000 overnight camping per- 
mits will be issued in 1964, an increase of 21,000 over 
last year. 

The total number of campers who will make use of 
the 86 Provincial Parks this season is expected to 
reach the 1,000,000 mark, compared to 840,000 in 1963. 

Ontario’s vast lakeland areas make this province 
a campers’ paradise. Generations of boys and girls 
from all parts of the continent have learned to know 
and love Timagami, Haliburton, Nipissing, Algonquin 
Park, Land o’ Lakes, Rideau, Muskoka and other vaca- 
tion areas through summer camps, some of which pro- 
vide accommodation all summer, or by the month, fort- 
night, week or day. 

Modern camping and picnicking facilities will be 
available this year to an anticipated record number of 
campers. The Parks Branch of the Department of 
Lands and Forests provides supervised campsites for 
tents and trailers, tables for picnickers, fireplaces, test- 
ed drinking water and washrooms. 

Adding interest to the visitor’s stay in Ontario 
Provincial Parks are the Natural Service and Interpre- 
tive Programmes. These include muséums, outdoor 
exhibits, conducted trips, illustrated talks and labelled 
trails. 

Through the programmes, vsitors become familiar 
with the park and see many features which might ordi- 
narily be missed. The park environment — its geol- 
ogy, climate, soil, plants, animals and human history— 
becomes more meaningful to park visitors. The pro- 
grames are quite informal and are enjoyed by both 
adults and children. : 

There were 11 parks conducting interpretive pro- 
grammes in 1963. The number of persons who visited 
park museums was 371,275, five times the 1956 figure 
of 91,246. Algonquin Park attracted the largest num- 
ber, 238,732, with Rondeau and Sibley the next highest. 

The number of persons using nature trails in 1968 
was 61,647, 
hikes, 49,948 taking lectures and 1,195 attending child 
camps, all substantial increases over 1962. 

Permits are required for vehicles entering Provin- 
cial Parks, In 1968, 2,372,223 motor vehicles entered. 
There were 425,903 daily vehicle entry permits issued 
last year and 113,577 annual permits, good for all Pro- 
vincial Parks. Dept. of Lands and Forests. 


FARMING IS A GOING CONCERN 

In the winter particularly a farmer you meet on 
the road is probably going to a meeting of a federation 
or a co-op, an association or a convention. A farm 
show attracted 17,616 visitors. A short course 
in animal husbandry was attended by 3,000 in five 
days. 

The man met on the highway may be on his way 
to a session of grain growers, beekeepers, plowmen, 
dairy cattle breeders or a fair board. Ifa hog producer, 
he is likely going to the polls to select marketing board 
members or directors of the Farmers’ Allied Meat Ent- 
erprises. There are associations for producers of beef 
and beets, tobacco and turkeys, hogs and honey, cream 
whole milk, concentrated milk, cheese milk and cheese. 
The list could go on and on. Many of these outfits are 
organized on township, county, provincial and Domin- 
fon bases, which makes it convenient when seeking 
grants. 

The young people are organized too: in 4-H Clubs, 
Junior Farmers, Junior Institutes, Leadership Forums, 
and what have you. Like their elders they get elected 
to office, and there pictures appear in the paper or may- 
be television. With 12 per cent or leas of the country’s 
workers in agriculture, there must be few farm families 
without an officer or two in this maze of organizations. 

Joe Blow, in town or city lives in a different world. 
Meet him going somewhere In winter, and it is likely to 
be a bowling alley, curling rink, a hockey match or just 
home to watch television. He belongs, perhaps, to the 
Legion or a service club, but to no organizations com- 
parable to the farm bodies. If in industry or the serv- 
ices, he may belong to a trade union. If a merchant 
he is probably a member of a retailers organization or 
a Chamber of Commree. If a Manager o remployer, 
he may attend the annual meeting of a trade organiza- 
tion. With the exception of state-aided training in cert- 
ain trades, the worker learns at his employer's expense. 


The foregoing comparison may be rough at the 
edges, but it illustrates the attention those engaged in 
agriculture give to enlarging their technical education, 
their knowledge of how their products are marketed, 
and in general to be coming more efficient and making 
more money. Warmers have to be efficient these days, 
and they are. So why do they need subsidies from pub- 
lic funds?. Not just in grants to organizations, but in 
Millions of dollars annually in subsidies and the main 
tenance of “floor” prices to guarantee producers a- 
gainst loss. 

Because workers in industry and the services com- 
prise a majority of the country’s workers, it may be 
said that Joe Blow and his brethren provide much of the 
tax money paid out in grants and subsidies to agricul- 
ture. Joe probably pays little attention to the distri-

Durham M.P. Russell C. 
Honey was unanimously elect- 
ed today to serve his second 
term as Chairman of the Stand- 
ing Committee on Agriculture. 
Mr. Honey held this position 
in the first session of the 
twenty-sixth Parliament.

For the tenth consecutive 
year Union Carbide Canada 
Limited will renew its educa- 
tional assistance programme 
to Canadian university stu- 
dents according to an an- 
nouncement by president A.A.

A ROUTINE PHYSICAL 
OFTEN TURNS UP 
“SILENT” DISEASE 

The word “silent” is often 
used to describe diseases that 
hide behind a barricade of 
comfort, For example. if we 
X-rayed a patient’s gall blad- 
der and it is filled with stones, 
we are not completely surpris- 
ed when the patient says, “I've 
never had pain or been trou- 
pled by indigestion,” The com- 
mon term: silent gallstones, 

Here is another patient who 
says she has never had any 
urinary symptoms whatever. 
Yet. a routine X-ray reveals 
that she has a large kidney 
stone, entirely unsuspected, 
Term silent kidney stone, 

Mrs, Smith at last convinces 
her husband to go in for his 
physical examination because 
he has just turned 40 and she 
thinks it is an ideal birthday 
present. He has always been 
an apparently healthy man. 
Never any pain or other 
symptoms. <A routine electro- 
cardiogram shows that he has 
sustained a “‘silent” infarction 
(inflamation of the heart due 
to coronary thrombosis) some 
time ago. 

And so we continue to use 


the unscientific but expressive 
word “silent”? in describing 
symptom-free tuberculosis, 
diabetes, ulcer of the stomach 
and other conditions, 


Patients, free from indiges- 
tion and painful discomforts, 
are greatly surprised when 
Xrays show a gastric or duo- 
denal ulcer, Yet. this is a rela- 
tively common occurrence, 
Sometimes the discovery is 
made on routine X-ray study. 
At other, more dramaticocca 
sions, the very first indication 
of such trouble is sudden he- 
morrhage or perforation of an 
uleer causing medical and sur 
gical emergency All this is 
but another reason indicating 
that you'd betfer have a rou- 
tine physical whether or not 
you're apparently healthy.
